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CONSTITUTION 


Art.  I.  This  body  shall  be  called  the  “  Chicago  Baptist  Association, ”  and  shall  be 
composed  of  such  Baptist  churches,  enjoying  the  fellowship  of  their  sister  churches,  as 
may  voluntarily  associate  themselves  together  under  this  Constitution.  The  Messengers 
of  the  churches  annually  elected  to  represent  them  in  the  meeting  of  the  Association, 
shall  be  entitled  each  to  an  equal  voice  in  its  deliberations. 

Art.  II.  This  Association  shall  meet  annually  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  June,  at 
1014  o’clock,  a.  m.,  and  continue  in  session  at  least  two  days.  Semi-annual  or  quarterly 
meetings  may  be  held  at  the  discretion  of  the  body. 

Art  III.  At  each  annual  meeting,  after  public  worship,  a  Moderator,  Clerk  and 
Treasurer  shall  be  elected,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  respectively  until  a  new  election. 

The  Moderator  shall  preside  and  maintain  order  at  the  meetings  of  the  Association. 

The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  fair  and  impartial  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion,  and  conduct  its  correspondence. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  sent  to  the  Association,  keep  an  accurate 
account  of  the  same,  and  the  objects  for  which  they  are  designated,  and  pay  them  out 
by  the  direction  of  the  body.  He  shall  make  a  report  of  the  state  of  the  treasury  before 
the  close  of  each  session. 

Art.  IV.  This  Association  is  neither  a  legislative  nor  judicial  body.  It  is  simply  a 
meeting  by  delegates  of  independent  Baptist  churches,  on  equal  aud  common  grounds — 
that  they  may  know  each  other’s  state,  that  by  Christian  intercourse  and  communion  in 
worship,  their  mutual  fellowship  may  be  strengthened,  and  that  by  combined  labors 
they  may  strive  to  promote  the  cause  of  truth  and  righteousness  in  the  world.  Recog¬ 
nizing  that  Jesus  Christ  is  the  sole  Lawgiver  and  Judge  in  Zion,  it  leaves  to  the  churches 
severally  the  management  of  their  own  discipline,  and  the  responsibility  of  giving  or 
withholding  their  own  fellowship. 

Art.  V.  Any  Baptist  church  applying  by  letter  or  Messengers  for  admission  to  this 
Association,  and  furnishing  satisfactory  evidence  that  it  has  received,  and  still  main¬ 
tains,  thefeilowship  of  its  sister  churches,  shall  be  eligible  to  a  place  in  the  body.  But 
no  church  shall  be  retained  in  the  body  after  satisfactory  evidence  has  been  furnished 
that  thefeilowship  of  its  sister  churches  has  been  withdrawn. 

Art.  VI.  Each  church  embraced  iu  this  Association,  annually  representing  itself 
by  letter  or  messengers,  reporting  by  them  its  increase  or  diminution,  and  generally 
whatever  relates  to  its  peace  aud  prosperity,  shall  be  entitled,  according  to  the 
amount  of  money  sent,  to  its  proportion  of  the  printed  Minutes.  Any  church  belonging 
to  this  Association  and  neglecting  to  report  itself  for  two  successive  years,  shall  be 
dropped  from  the  Minutes. 

Art.  VII.  It  is  at  the  discretion  of  the  Association,  to  offer  the  churches  com¬ 
posing  it.  by  circulars,  resolutions,  or  committees,  such  suggestions  in  relation  to  the 
claims  of  the  cause  of  God  as  they  may  deem  suitable  and  proper.  These  suggestions, 
however,  are  in  all  cases  to  be  regarded  as  merely  advisory. 

Art.  VIII.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  at  any  annual  meeting  by  a  majority 
of  the  members  in  attendance.

B  Y  -  L  A  W  S  . 


1.  At  every  sitting  business  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with  prayer,  by  the  Mode¬ 
rator.  or  whomsoever  lie  may  select. 

2.  Visiting  brethren  present,  invited  to  a  seat  with  us,  may  debate  on  all  subjects 
but  vote  on  none. 

3.  No  member  of  the  Association  shall  absent  himself  without  leave  of  the 
Moderator. 

4.  No  subject  shall  be  discussed  without  a  motion  being  first  made  and  seconded. 

5.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject,  unless  so  ordered  at 
the  time. 

6.  Arrangements  for  the  next  Association  shall  not  be  attended  to  on  the  first  day 
of  the  session. 

7.  On  the  opening  of  business  the  second  day,  the  roll  of  the  messengers  commis¬ 
sioned  by  the  churches  shall  be  called,  and  the  names  of  those  who  have  not  arrived 
shall  be  stricken  off.  Nevertheless  ministers  and  licentiates  shall  be  inserted  with  the 
mark  of  absence. 

8.  The  reading  of  the  Minutes  shall  always  be  the  first  business  in  order  after  the 
opening  services  of  each  session. 

9.  Motion  to  lay  upon  the  table,  to  indefinitely  postpone,  for  the  previous  question, 
and  for  adjournment,  shall  always  be  in  order.

Rev.  I.  N.  Hobart  and  Rev.  Dr.  S.  Tucker  assisted 
in  tlie  opening  services. 

Rev.  Clias.  Button  and  the  Moderator  addressed  the 
Association  on  the  subject  of  Ministerial  Education.

Bible  and  Publication  Societies  will  be  heard  until  12 
o’clock,  at  which  time  the  Association  will  adjourn 
for  a  visit  to  the  “  National  Watch  Factory.”  Con-  j 
vene  at  2  o’clock  p.  m.  for  the  transaction  of  any 
remaining  business,  and  adjourn  finally  at  3:45  p.  m.

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  session  to 
report  on  the  propriety  of  changing  the  name  of  this 
Association,  had  no  report  to  make.  On  motion,  the 
Committee  were  discharged. 

The  Moderator  announced  the  names  of  the  fol¬ 
lowing  brethren  as  a  Committee  of  Arrangements  for 
the  next  session,  to-wit:

The  Committee  on  Resolutions  report  as  follows: 

Whereas,  In  view  of  the  wide-spread  and  growing 
evil  of  intemperance  in  our  State  and  in  our  midst, 
and  of  the  fact  that  all  former  and  present  laws  of 
our  State  and  towns  have  proved  insufficient  to  stay 
the  evil  of  intemperance  or  to  regulate  the  sale  of 
intoxicating  liquors ; 

And  Whereas,  Our  Legislature  in  their  last  session  j 
did  enact  a  law  which  has  been  long  needed: 

And  Whereas,  It  is  to  us  a  known  fact  that  the 
intemperate  and  the  liquor  venders  are  doing  what 
they  can,  and*  will  likely  continue  to  do  all  in  their 
power  to  repeal  and  otherwise  make  void  that  law. 

And  Whereas,  We  deem  it  a  duty  for  all  Temper¬ 
ance  men  and  women,  and  especially  for  all 
Christians,  to  meet  them  in  defence  of  the  cause  of 
Temperance,  therefore 

Resolved ,  That  we,  as  an  Association,  heartily 
endorse  the  recent  action  of  our  legislators  in 
enacting  the  liquor  law  which  is  to  come  into  force  on 
the  first  of  July  next,  and  that  we  recommend  the 
members  of  all  our  churches  to  aid  in  its  rigid  enforce¬ 
ment.

After  which  the  minutes  of  the  forenoon  session 
were  read  and  approved. 

The  Moderator  introduced  to  the  Association  our 
venerable  Brother,  Dr.  S.  M.  Osgood,  who  addressed 
the  body  in  behalf  of  the  Missionary  Union. 

Bro.  Baker,  State  Sunday  School  Missionary,  ad¬ 
dressed  the  Association  in  behalf  of  the  Bible  and 
Publication  Society. 

After  singing  Hymn  132,  Rev.  Dr.  Alford  preached  in 
accordance  with  previous  arrangements  .a  doctrinal

The  Missionary  Committee  appointed  at  last  ses¬ 
sion  presented  their  Deport  as  follows  : 

“  Your  Missionary  Committee  chosen  to  act  through 
the  Associational  year,  report  : 

The  Committee  first  met  Aug.  29,  1871;  upon  con¬ 
sultation  with  Bro.  Lewis  Raymond,  your  Committee 
resolved  to  employ  him  for  a  season  on  the  held  at  a 
salary  of  $100.00  per  month,  besides  his  Railroad  fare. 
Bro.  Raymond  commenced  his  labors  September 
14, 1871.  He  labored  six  weeks  in  Campton,  preach¬ 
ing  43  sermons,  attended  35  prayer-meetings,  made 
100  religious  visits,  and  traveled  25  miles  in  this  work. 

As  the  results  of  these  labors,  Christians  were  great¬ 
ly  strengthened,  some  backsliders  restored  and  a 
number  of  precious  souls  were  converted  ;  five  per¬ 
sons  have  been  baptised,  one  restored  on  experience. 
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Matters  stood  thus  when  the  great  tire  in  Chicago  oc¬ 
curred,  and  your  committee  did  not  deem  it  wise  to 
further  prosecute  the  work.  Bro.  Everett  and  Fisk 
preached  and  visited  with  Bro.  Raymond  on  the  held.

Fox,  Fisk,  Hultz,  Good- 
speed,  Peat,  Hobart,  Pennoyer  and  Burchard. 

The  resolution  was  adopted. 

On  motion,  the  following  Brethren  were  continued 
as  a  Missionary  Board  of  the  Chicago  Baptist  Asso¬ 
ciation,  to-wit:  Rev’ds.  Wm.P.  Everett,  S.  S.  Fisk,  H. 
Burchard,  Brn.  Wm.  Lawrence  and  A.  L.  Sweet. 

Resolved ,  That  the  Association  request  the  Mission¬ 
ary  Board,  to  consider  at  once,  the  propriety  of  recom¬ 
mending  to  the  Churches,  1st.  To  raise  $2,500  for  “The 
Illinois  Church  Edifice  Fund,”  to  be  loaned  to  the 
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Church  at  Norwood  Park  and  Austin.  2nd.  To  pay 
the  interest  for  two  or  three  years,  as  the  best  method 
of  assisting  the  brethren  of  these  places. 

On  motion, 

Resolved ,  That  we  hereby  tender  our  most  hearty 
thanks  to  the  Elgin  Baptist  Church,  for  their  most 
generous  hospitality  provided  for  the  entertainment 
of  the  Delegates,  and  we  congratulate  them  upon  hav¬ 
ing  secured  so  beautiful  a  House  in  which  to  worship 
God,  and  pray  that  God’s  blessing  may  be  poured  out 
upon  them,  until  there  shall  not  be  room  to  hold  them. 

The  Moderator  thanked  the  Association  for  courte¬ 
sies  extended  to  him,  rendering  his  duties  so  pleasant, 
and  expressed  his  convictions,  that  the  present  had 
been  the  most  interesting  and  pleasant  session  that 
he  had  ever  attended. 

The  business  of  the  Association  being  completed, 
and  the  hour  for  adjournment  having  arrived,  after 
singing  the  Hymn,  commencing 

“Blest  be  the  tie  that  binds  our  hearts  in  Christian  love,” 

the  benediction  was  pronounced  by  Br.  S.  S.  Fisk,  and 
the  Association  adjourned  to  meet  with  the  Second 
Baptist  Church  of  Chicago,  the  2nd  Wednesday  in 
June,  A.  D.  1873,  at  10-J  o’clock  A.  M.

ANTIOCH. — Some  encouraging  results  during  past  year  ;  a  few  have 
been  added  to  their  numbers  ;  have  sustained  preaching  during  the  year 
every  alternate  Sabbath.

AUSTIN. — This  church  was  constituted  in  1871,  and  received  into  the  j 
Association  at  its  present  session.  Have  pressed  forward  steadily  ;  have 
more  than  doubled  their  original  numbers  ;  were  greatly  blessed  during 
the  week  of  prayer  and  the  good  spirit  still  at  work  in  their  midst,  so  that 
there  are  always  enquiring  souls  among  them.  The  labors  of  their 
Pastor  (Rev.  A.  Blackburn,  who  was  ordained  in  February  last)  have 
been  fully  indorsed  of  God  ;  have  a  flourishing  Sabbath  School  in  which 
all  of  their  membership  find  some  work  to  do  for  the  Master.

BLOOMINGDALE. — The  past  year  with  this  church  has  been  one  of 
seed-sowing  rather  than  reaping.  Rev.  E.  N.  Archibald  is  their 
Pastor  and  has  labored  faithfully  with  them  and  has  led  the  flock  as  a 
true  under-shepherd.  During  the  winter,  meetings  were  had  with  the 
Congregational  brethren  for  some  three  weeks,  including  the  week  of 
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prayer,  and  although  but  few  conversions  were  reported,  yet  the  results 
were  good,  the  weak  were  strengthened,  and  the  friends  of  Jesus  united 
in  Christian  effort  and  sympathy.  New  interests  have  been  awakened  by 
the  sending  of  sister  Stevens  to  the  Foreign  Field. 

CRYSTAL  LAKE. — Although  not  permitted  to  witness  the  gracious 
presence  of  the  Spirit  in  its  converting  power,  yet  have  some  evidence 
that  God  has  not  altogether  forsaken  them.  Have  enjoyed  the  labors  of 
Rev.  J.  B.  Peat  every  other  Sabbath.  Have  for  the  first  time  in  years 
been  called  to  part  with  a  member  by  death— a  highly  esteemed  sister 
(Alvisa  Pease)  has  been  called  to  her  Heavenly  home. 

DUNDEE. — This  church  during  the  year  have  been  visited  by  the 
converting  grace  of  God.  During  the  winter,  in  connection  with  the  M. 
E.  church,  we  labored  with  harmony  and  zeal  for  the  salvation  of  sinners. 
Many  enquiring  ones  found  Christ  precious  to  their  souls.  Among  these 
were  many  of  the  Sabbath  School  scholars.  The  efforts  of  the  Ladies 
Home  Society  have  enabled  them  to  purchase  a  bell  for  the  church. 
Connected  with  this  church  is  an  aged  mother  who  has  witnessed  the 
snows  of  101  winters.  Rev.  R.  A.  Shadick,  their  former  Pastor,  having 
resigned,  they  are  now  without  an  under-shepherd.  The  church  have 
extended  to  Rev.  Bro.  Broches,  late  Pastor  at  Marengo,  a  unanimous 
call  to  become  their  Pastor. 

DeKALB. — The  past  year  with  this  church  has  been  one  of  trials  as 
well  as  blessings.  Have  been  without  preaching  most  of  the  time,  yet 
God  has  visited  them  in  the  prayer  meetings.  Feel  to  trust  in  the  Lord, 
and  expect  to  be  led  into  green  pastures  and  beside  still  waters. 

ELGIN. — Most  heartily  welcome  the  Association  to  their  homes. 
Regret  that  their  Pastor  is  not  able  to  meet  and  greet  the  members  of  the 
Association,  being  absent  in  the  East.  t  Dedicated  their  new  church 
edifice  on  the  5th  of  October  last.  Are  glad  to  be  able  to  offer  for  the 
use  of  the  Association  their  new  church  home.  The  prayers  of  the 
church  have  been  answered  and  souls  converted.  Bro.  E.  Burnham 
labored  with  them  some  four  weeks  in  January  last.  The  church  were 
quickened  and  built  up.  Subsequently  Bro.  Earl  held  a  Union  meeting, 
which  was  instrumental  of  promoting  Christian  union,  and  strength  was 
added  to  all  the  churches.  The  past  year  the  Master  has  been  gathering 
from  this  church  the  ripe  fruit.  Eleven  have  been  removed  to  the  Church 
triumphant. 

GREENWOOD. — Eld.  J.  Snashall  has  ministered  to  this  church  the 
most  of  the  past  year  with  great  acceptance.  Have  erected  a  house  of 
worship  at  a  cost  of  $3,000,  which  has  been  dedicated  free  of  debt.  Two 
of  their  members,  brother  and  sister  Whittier,  have  labored  as  Mission¬ 
aries  in  the  South  among  the  freedinen  of  New  Orleans,  La.  Have  no 
Pastor  at  present.  Hope  to  have  a  permanent  Pastor  soon. 

HARVARD. — This  church  are  few  in  numbers.  Have  no  meeting¬ 
house  and  have  had  no  preaching  the  past  year.  Ask  God’s  people 
to  pray  for  them. 
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HUNTLEY. — Amid  many  discouragements,  this  Church  are  trying  to 
hold  up  the  banner  of  the  Cross,  are  supplied  with  preaching  every  Sab¬ 
bath  by  Bro.  C.  S.  Dunning,  late  from  England.  The  Prayer  and  Cove¬ 
nant  Meetings  of  the  Church  are  sustained. 

NEWPORT. — This  Church  have  not  been  favored  with  any  special 
work  of  grace  the  past  year.  God  has  been  good  to  them,  and  they  de¬ 
sire  to  show  their  gratitude  by  increased  love  and  devotion  to  Him. 
Death  has  removed  one  beloved  sister.  Rev.  R.  G.  Hall  still  labors 
with  them. 

NORWOOD  PARK. — This  Church  are  living  in  devoted  Christian 
fellowship  ;  peace,  unity  and  love  abound;  have  the  regular  preaching  of 
the  Gospel  every  Sabbath,  by  students  from  the  Chicago  University  and 
Seminary.  Brn.  J.  E.  Jackson  and  C.  R.  Henderson  have  been  their 
principal  supply.  Have  held  their  meetings  in  their  District  School 
House,  are  now  making  an  effort  to  build  a  house,  and  ask  a  helping 
hand  in  their  time  of  need. 

MALTA. — This  Church  feel  themselves  to  be  a  feeble  band,  not  more 
than  10  or  12  active  members,  most  of  their  former  members  having 
moved  to  other  places.  Unable  to  support  a  Pastor,  they  have  had  no 
preaching  since  last  fall.  Through  the  well  directed  efforts  of  Br.  Rolf, 
they  have  been  able  to  keep  up  a  Sabbath  School  5  would  greatly  rejoice 
if  the  Lord  of  the  Harvest  would  send  them  a  laborer.  They  are  praying 
“0  Lord  revive  thy  work,”  and  ask  the  prayers  of  the  brethren. 

RICHMOND. — The  past  year  has  not  been  one  of  special  outpouring 
of  the  Spirit  of  God.  Have  been  without  a  Pastor  most  of  the  time,  but 
have  been  supplied  by  Rev’s  Cressey,  Snashal,  Barrell,  Smith  and  others, 
until  recently.  On  the  1st  of  May,  Rev.  L.  G.  Catchpole  became  our 
Pastor  ;  have  determined  to  make  another  effort  to  maintain  our  visibili¬ 
ty,  and  ask  God’s  children  to  pray  for  the  success  of  the  cause  of  the 
Master. 

ST.  CHARLES. — This  Church  have  received  considerable  accessions 
from  Campton  or  Canada  Corners,  a  neighborhood  about  eight  miles  west, 
where  their  Pastor  has  devoted  considerable  labor;  more  than  $1,000 
has  been  subscribed  for  building  a  Baptist  Meeting  House  at  Canada 
Corners. 

Their  Pastor  has  also  labored  to  some  extent  at  Geneva,  where  at  one 
time  there  were  strong  indications  that  a  Church  would  be  organized. 
They  call  the  attention  of  the  Association  to  this  promising  field  for  anew 
interest.  The  ladies  of  this  Church  have  formed  a  Circle,  auxiliary  to 
the  “Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  the  West.” 

SECOND  CHICAGO. — The  past  year  has  been  one  of  trials  in  many 
respects,  their  Pastor  was  obliged  to  relinquish  his  labors,  and  seek  a 
foreign  clime,  in  hope  of  beneficial  results  to  his  over  taxed  frame.  The 
Church  secured  the  services  of  Rev.  Dr.  Northrup,  from  1st  of  April  to 
October.  Uuder  his  ministrations,  the  Church  were  edified.  Their 
Pastor  returned  the  1st  of  October,  without  much  improvement  of  health  ; 
has  been  unable  to  preach  much  since.  The  Church  unanimously  resolved 
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to  procure  an  associate  Pastor,  and  extended  a  call  to  his  brother,  Rev. 

T.  W.  Goodspeed.  About  this  time,  the  terrible  fire  which  laid  waste  so 
large  a  portion  of  Chicago  occurred,  and  Br.  Goodspeed  returned  to  his 
field  of  labor.  The  Church  soon  found,  that  although  so  many  of  the 
Church  had  lost  heavily,  and  some  their  all,  yet  it  would  not  do  to  let  the 
cause  languish.  Their  much  loved  Pastor  must  have  help  and  opportu¬ 
nity  to  use  all  means  to  save  his  valuable  life  to  the  Church  and  cause. 
Correspondence  with  his  brother  was  re-opened,  and  finally  he  accepted 
the  call,  and  commenced  his  labors  on  the  1st  of  July.  To  this  time,  but 
little  progress  had  been  made  by  the  Church.  The  labors  of  our  young 
Pastor  have  been  crowned  with  success:  the  baptismal  waters  have  been 
troubled,  and  willing  converts  putting  on  Christ ;  still  they  mourn,  be¬ 
cause  their  elder  Pastor  is  laid  aside,  as  there  is  work  enough  for  both. 
Some  of  their  strong  towers  have  been  shaken,  and  they  feared  that  God 
was  about  to  take  them  to  himself,  but  the  prayers  of  the  Church  have 
been  answered,  and  they  still  live.  Their  Sunday  School  Teachers,  Mis¬ 
sion  School  workers,  and  faithful  Missionaries,  are  all  at  work,  and  they 
feel  much  encouraged.  Heath  has  taken  eleven  of  their  number,  they 
are  all  missed.  On  the  subject  of  organizing  a  new  association  of  City 
Churches,  this  Church  have  voted,  that  in  their  opinion,  it  is  inexpedient 
to  do  so.  The  Church  invite  the  Association  to  hold  its  next  Annual 
Meeting  with  them. 

SOUTH  CHICAGO. — The  past  year  has  been  one  of  difficulty,  but 
have  been  able  to  keep  an  open  door,  and  can  report  some  progress,  and 
trust  in  time,  this  Church  will  become  strong.  Rev.  E.  Ellis,  their  form¬ 
er  Pastor,  left  them  in  January  last,  since  that  time,  they  liave  been  sup¬ 
plied  by  Br.  R.  Williams,  of  the  Seminary,  have  made  arrangements  to 
secure  the  services  of  Rev.  R.  J.  Langridge,  of  Wisconsin,  after  1st  July. 

WAUKEGAN.  Do  not  report  anything  of  special  interest  for  the 
past  year ;  have  had  some  indications,  but  have  not  received  refreshing 
showers ;  feel  that  God  is  good  and  true  to  his  promises,  and  will  in  due 
time  answer  the  prayers  of  this  people.  Their  former  Pastor,  J.  Y. 
Aitchison,  closed  his  labors  with  them  in  January,  since  that  time,  have 
been  supplied  by  Br.  C.  C.  Smith,  from  Chicago  Seminary.  A  deep 
religious  feeling  is  manifested,  and  some  are  enquiring  the  way  to  Christ. 

WOODSTOCK.  This  Church  are  still  living  on  the  promises  and  be¬ 
lieving  in  the  glory  to  come ;  trusting  not  in  human  weakness,  but  in 
Divine  strength,  they  continue  to  strive  for  the  faith  once  delivered  to 
the  saints.  During  the  past  year,  nothing  has  occurred  to  discourage 
their  confidence  in  God  as  their  Father,  or  in  Jesus  Christ,  as  the  same 
yesterday,  to-day  and  for  ever.  Although  they  have  not  attained  to  the 
standard  of  spiritual  life  to  which  they  aspire,  yet  are  able  to  report  pro¬ 
gress.  Have  received  on  profession  of  faith  quite  a  number,  from  the 
grand  parent  to  the  child  but  just  old  enough  to  understand  the  call  of 
Him  who  said  “Suffer  the  children  to  come  unto  me.” 

WAUCONDA.  This  Church,  under  the  efficient  labors  of  their  Pas- 
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tor,  Rev.  J.  L.  Brooks,  have  enjoyed  a  continued  and  steady  growth  in 
grace.  Their  Social  Meetings  have  been  characterized  by  encouraging, 
cheerful  manifestations  of  Christian  experience.  Their  members,  (especi¬ 
ally  the  young  ones,)  are  workers  in  the  Church.  They  are  gratified  to 
j  be  able  to  say,  that  of  the  38  baptized  last  year,  not  one  has  receded 
from  the  position  then  taken. 

WHEATON.  In  looking  over  the  the  past  year,  this  Church  find 
much  to  encourage  them.  Rev.  Lewis  Raymond  was  with  them  the  first 
three  months  of  the  Associational  year.  As  the  fruits  of  his  labors,  ten 
were  added  to  the  Church,  and  the  members  were  united  and  encouraged. 
Rev.  A.  J.  Colby  became  their  Pastor  about  the  1st  of  October.  Since 
that  time,  some  mercy  drops  have  fallen,  and  three  have  followed  Christ 
in  baptism.  The  Church  Debt  has  been  paid,  and  the  Church  are  con¬ 
templating  improvements  in  their  house,  Ac. 

WAYNE.  The  past  year  with  this  new  interest  has  been  one  full  of 
;  mercy.  We  started  out  amid  fears  at  the  commencement  of  the  year,  yet 
trusting  in  the  Great  Shepherd  and  Bishop  of  Souls.  Soon  Rev.  E.  N. 
Archibald,  Pastor  of  the  Bloomingdale  Church  came  to  their  aid:  in  Feb.  . 
they  held  three  weeks’  extra  meetings,  which  were  very  precious,  and 
ten  were  added  to  their  number.  Have  a  promising  Sabbath  School, 
and  the  Weekly  Prayer  Meetings  are  kept  up.

OF  THE 


SABBATH  SCHOOL  CONVENTION 


On  Tuesday  afternoon  at  2  p.  m.,  the  Convention 
having  assembled  in  the  audience  room  of  the 
Baptist  church  at  Elgin,  was  called  to  order  by  Dr.  C. 
R.  Blackall,  by  singing  and  reading  I  John  4,  and 
then  followed  prayer  by  many  delegates.  At  3  o’clock 
regular  services  opened  by  election  of  a  Secretary, 
and  the  Moderator  exhibited  a  map  showing  the  terri¬ 
torial  bounds  of  the  Association  and  the  denomina¬ 
tion  and  location  of  Sabbath  Schools  therein,  show¬ 
ing  Kane  county  to  have  many  and  McHenry  county 
few  schools. 

The  reading  of  the  letters  from  the  schools  devel¬ 
oped  the  facts  shown  in  the  following  summary  of 
letters : 
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A  general  consultation  was  then  held  on  the  fol¬ 
lowing  subjects:  1st,  Length  of  time  devoted  to  the 
lesson;  2d,  Modes  of  increasing  attendance:  3d, 
Attendance  of  scholars  at  regular  church  services. 
The  opinion  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  children 
did  attend  church  services,  seemed  to  prevail. 

4th,  Whether  sermons  benefitted  the  children. 

5th,  Teachers’  meetings.  A  member  of  the  Fox 
River  Association  had  found  six  modes  of  conducting 
Teachers’  meetings  that  failed.  He  now  called  them 
Bible  meetings  and  invited  all  to  come,  and  assigned 
verses  to  different  persons  for  explanation  and  this 
has  succeeded  and  increased  the  School .  Tie  believed 
it  good  policy  to  specially  incite  persons  to  attend 
the  School  and  the  meetings.  It  was 

Resoloed ,  That  visiting  brethren  from  other  Associ¬ 
ations  be  invited  to  join  with  us  in  our  deliberations.  : 

And  it  being  done,  Rev.  D.  S.  Clouse,  Pastor  at 
Plainfield,  and  Rev.  D.  K.  Hopps,  at  Batavia,  of  the  ! 
Fox  River  Association,  handed  in  their  names. 

After  singing,  the  Benediction  was  pronounced  by 
Rev.  T.  W.  Goodspeed  and  the  Convention  adjourned 
until  8  p.  m . 

EVENING  SESSION 

Opened  by  singing  “  His  Loving  Kindness,”  and 
reading  Matt.  20.  Prayer  by  Rev.  A.  Blackburn,  and 
singing:  “Who’ll  be  the  next  to  follow  Jesus?” 
Theme  of  the  evening:  “Our  Work  in  the  Sunday 
School.”  An  address  by  Bro.  Mabie  on  “  Our  Work 
in  the  Family.” 

IH  said  the  family  could  do  a  three  fold  work:  1st, 
Preparation;  2d,  Prosecution;  3d,  Completion.  1st, 
Prepare  child  to  study  lesson;  2d,  Parent  should  be 
in  the  School  and  prosecute  the  work  ;  should  con¬ 
sider  himself  and  teacher  as  in  partnership  for  the 
child’s  interests,  and  should  therefore  secure  a  good 
partner;  3d,  Parents  should  complete  and  crown  the 
work  by  their  parental  influence. 
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Singing,  “  Something  for  Jesus.” 

An  address  by  Bro.  J.  C.  Baker  on  u  Our  Work  in 
the  Church.”  He  said  the  Church  work  was  founda¬ 
tion  work.  Children  get  their  type  of  character  here. 
Church  should  support  the  School  by  prayer  and 
money. 

Singing,  “  Urge  them  to  come.” 

An  address  on  “  Our  S.  S.  work  in  the  School,”  by 
Bro.  T.  F.  Borchers.  Alluded  to  the  general  repug¬ 
nancy  of  the  scholar  to  parental  conversation  about 
Jesus,  but  this  was  not  so  with  the  S.  S.  teacher; 
means  teach  not  only  that  there  is  a  heaven  but  that 
the  entrance  is  God;  we  must  have  power  with  God 
and  man,  social  power  with  men;  a  hearty  shake  of 
the  hands  gives  power ;  teacher  must  induce  the 
scholar  to  think.
